CUBA. 


Apprehended Trouble Between 
Spain and the United States. 


The Question of the Recognition 
of the Cuban Patriots, 


Correspondence of the New York World. | 
WASHINGTON, March 1869, 

Secretary Fish is not unlikely to be 
confronted by a situation of affairs in- 
volving the relations between the Uani- 
ted States and the Governor of Spain, 
which will demand serious consideration, 
and which will require more immediate 
attention than any of the interests prob- 
able at present to press upon the Depart- 
ment of State. The various attempts 
made to change the attitude of this Gov- 
ernment towards the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Spain, in the direction in 
which tbe latter stands towards the col- 
ony of Cuba, have taken two forms, 
each of which has drawn the notice and 
compelled the remonstrance of the Span- 
ish legation at thiscapital. These forms 
of attempt are, respectively, the reported 
fitting out of expeditions to aid the Cu- 
ban insurgents, and the introduction on 
Friday last in the Houee of Representa- 
tives by Gen. Banks, the Chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations of 
that body, of a series of rosolutions ex- 
tending sympathy to, and calling for 
recognition of, the island of rebels at as 
The Spanish 
officials here profess to have information 
that, as far back as December, a series of 
expeditions began to be fitted out at sev- 
eral ports along our coast, and that sev- 
eral more are now projected ; moreover, 
that some have already set out, and that 
a few have succeeded in landipg on the 
island. They complain that the taw offi- 
cers of our Government, at New York 
and New Orleans especially, have been 
knowingly oblivjous or blind to the facts 
of these expeditions ; that, in some cases, 
circumstantial evidence exists to the 
effect that Federal officials have wilfully 
connived at these unfriendly attempts. 
It appears that, beginning with the ex- 
posure of the first of these expeditions 
from New York, made exclusively in 
the World of last autumn, and then 
stated to be under charge of a Gen. Da 
Pslakoff and other notorious filibusters, 
the efforts of the Spanish legation and 
consuls ic this country have been directed 
vigilantly to hunt up ell evidence show- 
ing the existence of attempts to help the 
insurgents from this Republic. Com- 
plaint is made theft these efforts have 
been coldly seconded by the edgral off - 
cials; that direct evidence has been in 
some instances quite ignored; that ves- 
eela have been allowed to depart with 
full papers, which veasela were known 
to be stored with arms and smmuuition 
for the insurgents ; and that such vessels 
have effected, in several instances, a suc- 
cessful junction with the insurgents, to 
whom the arms and ammunition have 
been sold; and that the vessels have re- 
turned to our ports, have heen unmo- 
lested, and several of them are again 
preparing for a second similar trip, with 
the conceded sympathy of the press and 
people of the United States. The lega- 
tion can make no issue, but they respect- 
fully submit thet opes, oyert and sys- 
tematic breaches of the neytrality ia'ws 
are being, and for months have been, 
committed by citizens of the United 
States sgainst the Government of Spain, 
and morsover that such breaches are 
chargeable to palpable neglect of duty 
and diligence on the part of the Federal 
authorities at the ports of New York, 
New Orleans and Boston. The repre- 
seutstiyes of the Spanish Government 
insist that this itugurrection has been 
mainly kept alive by this practivai and 
illegal aid from parties in this gountry ; 
that it has, ana ever has had, no iatrin- 
sic force, but bag been really maintained 
by American lesders, chief of whom is 
Hennipgsen, second in command of the 
reyolt, and by American arms and A mer- 
ican moaey. {t is represented that the 
muskets found in the hands of Lhe insur- 
geuts bear the trade mark of firms in 
New York city end Connecticat, and 
that receipts and other pspers have veen 
found which prove a constant system of 
communication between tae jasurgents 
apd adveniurers in the States, | 

ki vidence is cffered to show that, for 
the 18:h of February last, arrangements 
had been made to send out,in a United 
States majl steamer, formidable quan- 
tity of Spriogtield arms to a Uuban ‘port, 
from the city of New York; that the 
vender and conveyor of these arms is an 
«flicer on the vessel wherein they are to 
be shipped ; that he has had them ad- 
vanced to him, on credit for speculation, 
by an manifacturipg company in 
tbat city; and that he bag been provided 
with abundant funds and fyli insurances 
by capitalists in this city, New Orleans 
acd in New York, These past facts, 
present movements and future designs 
are submitted to be grave grounds for 
eomplaint, and to call for remedy and 
for prevention. 

In regard to the resolutions of Gen. 
Banks, they are held to be unfriendly in 
spirit, premature in presentation, and 
based alike upon a misrepresentation of 
the resources and the claims of the in- 
surgents. While the resolutions in ques- 
tion cannot bind the Executive Depart- 
ment cf this Government, and while 
they are no more than an expression of 
empty and misconceived opinion, it is ob- 
jected that such an expression of opinion 
could courteously and judiciously be de- 
ferred until the arrival and hearing of 
the special envoy of the Provisional 
Government of Spair, now ‘en route for 
this city, with discretionary powers to 
treat upon the following questions; The 
real extent of the insurrection as dis- 
closed to the Government, the real re- 
sources and desigos of the Government 
to suppress the same, the intentions of 
the Provisional Government conceraing 
the future of (‘uba, and the steps on foot 
to inaugurate and consummate the abo- 
lition of siavery therein and in all other 
Spanish dependencies. Itisinsisted that 
the disclosures of this envoy will mate- 
rially change the face of affairs from that 
which they now appear to wear, and will 
constrain this Government and this peo- 
ple to a new understanding of the Cuban 
question, 

Until these representations have been 
received and considered, any action on 
the part of this Government and any 
one-sided expression of opinion by either 
House of Congress can, in the opinion of 
the legation, be appropriately postponed. 
When the new special envoy has been 
heard, the legation confidently expect 
that the President will be influenced by 
the real facts to issue his prociamation of 
strict neutrality on the part of this Gov- 
ernment, and to warn all citizens against 
adhering to either side under penalty e! 
forfeiting the protection of the Govern- 
ment, if they are apprehended in Cuba, 
and under penalty of a prosecution for 
breaches of the neutrality laws, in case 
they be convicted of hostile attempts, in 
and from this country, against the 
friendly G.vernment of Spain. Any 
action whatever to bs taken by this 


to be deliberate, just, friendly, and 

accord with the good feeling always ex- 
isting between the peeples and their gov- 
ernments. On the other hand, the 
friends and agents of the insurgents are 
working to press the Banks resolutions 
through both hou3es at an early day ; 
are doing all they can to paint the cause 
and progress of the revolt in lively col- 
ors; and they profess to know that the 
President of the United States person- 
ally favors, and will, ag soon as he can, 
officially recommend a full recognition 
of the Cuban rebels as belligerents, if 
not as an independent power. In case 
the revolt should be subdued, the ques- 
tion of damages sustained by the author- 
ities and people of the island throegh 
the laches of the officials of this Govern- 
ment, it is said, will be presented to the 
United States, together with a bill of 
claims aod an issue of law quite similar 
to the claims and pretensions made by

ROMANCE AND REALITY. 


A Case of Interdiction in New 
Orleans. 
* Who Shall Decide when Doc- 
tors Disagree?” 


From the New Orleans Crescent, | 

An interesting case is now pending in 
the Secound District Court, Judge Du- 
vigneaud, which will soon be closed, but 
is yet creating much interest among the 
Creole portion of our community, to 
to which portion of our population the 


laintiff and defendant belong, who are 


th well Known to the community. 
The case has already been alluded to in 


+the Orescent at the time it was instituted. 


Mr. John McClelland, the plaintiff, who 
occupied with credit the office cf Chief of 
Police under Mayor Monroe, until the 
city of New Orleans fell into the hands 
of the Federal authorities during the late 
war, petitions the Court to order the in- 
terdiction of his maternal uncle, Antho- 
ny Fernand 2, on eat gore that being 
possessed of means and unable to man- 
age his affairs, great injury will enure 
to his beirs at law, 

The defendant’s history is one full of 
events and should have a place here. 
His father, Don Jose Joaquim Ferasana- 
dez de Mend+z 1, an eccentric gentleman, 
was born in Spain, of undoubtedly noble 
parentage, and arrived in New Orleans 
in 1779, at which time, according to his 
own statement, he was alreadycf age, 
and died in this city on the 7th of Au- 
gust, 1859, or when he was over one hun- 
dred years old. He had seen during his 
long lifetime the double transfer of Louis- 
jana to the French and afterwaads to the 
United States, and both he and his son 
Anthony took part in the battle of New 
Orleans,on the memorable 8:h of Janu- 
ry, 1515. Untila short time before his 
death, although weighed down by years 
aud infirmities, he could be seen daily 
attending in an old-fashioned house on 
Ann street, between If »yal and Bourbon, 
to his business, that of undertaker, a 
business which he almost monopolizad, 
and by which he amassed considerable 
wealth, 

Anthony Fernandez, the defendant in 
this suit, was born in this city about the 
year 1794, and is consequentiy about 
seventy-iive years old, fo his early 
youth, like his father, he was noted for 
his eccentricities, and although he re- 
ceived a gocd education at the college 
Henri Q iatre,’’ a celebrated French 
institution, his manners at times were 
so strar’a that he was generally called a 
brac, th’ French for ‘‘ cracked brained.”’ 
Inthe eventful invasion of the British 
on J,cuisiana soil, Anthony or Tony, as 
he was familiariy Gailed, was clgro- 
netist’’in the line; buf what services 
he otherwise rendered, if any, we are not 

vised of. 

Later his impetuous disposition in- 
volved him in a difficulty at the old O-- 
leans Opera coffeehouse, during which 
he dangerously cut his adversary with a 
pen knife. He fled the couatry and went 
to France, which was then at war with 
Kngland and Pruasia, to offer his ser- 
Vices to the first Bjapoteon, vut arrived 
just in time to learn of the Waterloo 
disaster; whereupon he jefi in disgust, 
directing his course toward Engtand, 
and is next heard of in London. Here 
he figures conspicuously in the famous 
trial fog divorce brought by the Prince of 
Wales, afterwards Prine Khegent and 
Gaorge LV, | 

Anthony was remarkably handsome 
and withal possessed of a boldness and 
courage ia his younger daysof crime 
which gaye him the entrees of the best 
circles of the toglish capital, He was 
suspected by the royal George with hav- 
ing been over intimate with the priucess 
when she was on ber Italian, or rather 
continental tout, avout which so 
scandal arose, and he was summoned as 
witness on the divoree trial. It is said 
that he received £10,070 not to appear as 
a witness before the House of Lords, but 
the assertion is contradicted, 

He returned to Paris and assuming the 
title of Marquis of Barataria, in 
the best scurety, being even on familiar 
terms with the then Duke Orleans, 
afterward the ill-fated Louis Paillippe. 
His fran simoothiy for some time 
untilhe was betrothed to a duchess, 
and on the poiut of marrying her, when 
he waz dencuueed by one of his inti- 
mate friends, a g2ntieman of the city, 
who, it is reported, avenged himaelf of 
the vanity diapiayed by Authony sines 
he had attained his exalted position, by 
declaring that there existed do sush title 
as that of Marquis of Barataria. 

After this exposure, discomfited and 
ridiculed, he left Paris onee more and 
returned to New Orleans, his former dif- 
ficulty having been previously amicably 
settled. With some thousand dollars’ 
worth of merchandise, he went to Du- 
rango, Mexico, where, however, he did 
not remain long, having gotten into a 
serious difficulty concerning a young 
girl, who, it is said, he sedused, which 
compelled him to take French leave. 
After thia he led a wandering life, resid- 
ing at times in Monterey, Tabasco, Ta- 
maulipas, ‘icampico and other cities and 
towns in Mexico, and finally returned to 
his native home. He now engaged in 
the auctionser busisess, owoupying for 
many years the basement of the S:. Louis 
Hote!, at the corner of Chartres street, 
and was quite successful, acquiring a 
handsome fortune. A short time before 
the war be retired from bysiness, and 
when the question of secession was raised 
he became a violent partisan of the 
South, , 

Yesterday we were shown a telegram 
sent by him to the commander of the 
Orleans Guard Battery, stationed at that 
period of the war at Grand Junction, 
which evidences his solieltude for the 
‘ Lost Cause,’’ and is in these terms 
‘Bi ware of countarfsit cartridges.’’ But: 
upon the advent of the Beast, we find 
bim a bitter Radical, and one cf the 
Brute’s constant advisers, which he cou'd 
well be, knowing, as he did, everybody 
and everything in gnd about New Or- 
leans, From that momeut he has been 
working bard for the honors of his turn- 
coat abilities, and recently was a Radical 
candidate before the Legislature for sen- 
atorial honors, in which, however, he 
was shamefully ignored by his colored 
friends. This defeat, we are told by a 
gentieman who asserts it positively, was 
the immediate cause of the dementia 
mention in the petition in the euit for in- 
terdiction.

Borde gives in support of his opinion 
that he called at the residence of the de- 
fendant some time ago and handed him 
seventeen dollars, which he told I[er- 
nandez was the amount of the rental of 
one of his (Fernandez’s) houses, and 
asked of him a receipt therefor. Fer- 
nandez gave hima receipt for a cord of 
wood to be delivered. | 

The counsel for plaintiff, Ed. Bermu- 
dez, Esq.,in his allusions to the con- 
dition of mind of defendant, never men- 
tioned the word ‘‘insanity,’’ but epeaks 
of it as physical and mental debility, 
which has caused temporary aberration 
of mind. The defense is ably conducted 
by A. Tissot, Eeq. This suit promises to 
be one of the most interesting on record 
and will be classed as one of the cele- 
brated causes of Louisiana. Whichever

ST. PATRICK'S DAY IN NEW YORK AND

THE NEW PACIFIC RAILROAD PRO- 
JECTS. 


Since the publication of the reports 
of passengers and correspondents to 
the snowed-up condition of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, public opinion is more 
and more loudly expressed in favor of a 
‘Southern route to the Paeific coast, run- 
ing in a latitude that will be favorable 
to all-the-year travel and traffic. The 
New York Jribune,{n advances of the 

Northern press in the expression of 
favor with which the Memphis and El 
Paso Riilroad is regarded by the North- 
ern people, has generously urged upon 
the attention of Congress the pass- 


age of a bill similar to that of 
Senator of Louisiana, 
the — provisions of ‘which are 


favorable for as rapid construction of the 
work as that which excited the wonder 
of the world and attracted to the now 
nearly completed Northern route the at- 
tention of both continents. In view of 
this and the additional fact of the par- 
tial report of a mejority of the Senate 
Committee on Pacific Railroads, made 
‘atthe close of the jast Congress, we 
_ have reason to hope that before the ad- 

journment of the present session legis- 
lation of a detisive character wi'l be 
had ard road from Fort Smith or 
Fulton, Arkaneas, be commenced before 
the close of the month of May. 

Tais report, as we learn from a 
synopsis furnished us by a friend at 
Washington, is exhaustive of the rea- 
sons that governed the committee in its 
compilation. It declares affirmatively 
that after providing for two additional 
trunk outlets—one for the Northern, and 
one for the Southern States—at suitable 
initial. pointe, it was intended to stop 
there all Corgressional aid, and leave to 
private enterprize and State endowment 
the fature construction of branches, It 
demonstrates that two additional Pa.- 
cific railways are commercially necés- 
sary; that a single line cannot do 
the work that will be thrown 
upon it; that additional lines, free from 
obstruction by snow, are ceeded to main- 
tain uninterrupted intercourse; to pre- 
veut the evils of a monopoly; to avoid 
p litical discontent in the Northern and 
Southern sections of the Uaien; to bring 
the public domain into market; to in- 
erease immigration from Europe; to 
quadrupie our yield of gold and silver; 
to save two-thirds of the cost of wagon- 
ing supplies to.the one hundred and nine 
military posts in the Indian country, 
which bow amounts to about seventeen 
millions @ year; to reduce by one-half 
the number of troops maintained in the 
Territories by the greater mobility roads 
will give the remainder, and to practi- 
cally end Indian ware, which the report 
eLows cost the country, during the last 
campaiga, about one million dollars a 
week. A majority of the Committee 
urgently recommended aid to the roads 
asa measure of immediate and lasting 
economy to the Government, and prore 
it that is ea‘e for the Government to 
. Bid them, without reference to the in- 
cidental advantages of doing £0, by 
showing from the accounts of the Q 1ar- 
termsster’s Department with the Kan- 
, sas Pacific Railroad that upon an aver- 
uge use of 220 miles of the road its earn- 
ings for work done for the Government 
not only paid the interest on the bonds 
advanced to the road and provided the 
siuking fund to redeem them, but brought 
the Government in debt to the company. 
The report opposes grants hereafter of 
Government aid like that given to the 


bonds directly issued, but advocates a 
guarantee of the interest of the mort- 
cage bonds of the two edditional trunk 
Pacific roads, to be issued toa defined 
and limited extent. It declares that 
they are military, commercial, and po- 


Soo | litieal necessities, and concludes with the 


averment that the people demand their 
construction, and do not, as bas been al- 
leved, participate in, or sympathize with, 
the recently raised outcry against Pacific 
Railway aid. 

Tiat this document will have great 
weight with the Senate in the con- 
sideration of Senator KELLOGQ’s bil’, 
telegraphed to and {published in the 
APPRAL of yesterday, we are not per- 
mitted to doubt, our private advices 
being of the most re-assuring character 
as to the fact, and the speedy passage of 
that, or a measure of greater importance 
to Memphis, as a compromise between 
all the corflicting interests. 

That it is in the nature of such a com- 
promise between the New Orleanists, 
the Vickeburgers, the St. Louisianians 
and Memphians, will be readily percept- 
ible. Taking Fulton for its initial point, 
the road contemplated by it wiil run to 
Dallas, Texas, and thence by way of 
Fort Worth, Weatherford, Pallo Pinto 
and Fort Chadbourne to E! Paso, and 
thence, by the old survey of the thirty- 
second parallel to San Diego, and by the 
northern branch, vy way of San Gorgonio 
Pass, to San Francisco. At Fort Chad- 
bourne it will be joined by a branch 
feom St. Leuis, at Fulton, by one from 
M smphis, and at Dallas by the Southern 
Riilroad running from Vicksburg, by 
Sareveport, and also by the project«d 
road from New Orleans by way of 
Shreveport. his would be better 
than nothifg, Und seeing that it might 
satisfy all parties and would provide for 
all sections, will be readily gata 
But we hope the friends of the diree 
Memphis route will not give up, evetr in 
favor of this, until every effort has 
been exhausted for the thirty- 
fifth parallel, by competent authority 
considered the most expedient for all 
the reasons so ably pressed by the Sen- 
ate committee of the last Congress, and 
which we grouped together for the ben- 
efit of our readers at the commencement 
of this article,

WASHINGTON, March 14, 1869. 

The intimations from this pointof a 
contemplated change in the form of our 
Government are by no means sensational. 
They are the ¢ffect of the ubiversal apa- 
thy of the peopie under the most flagrant 
usurpations of power. When (ar 
crossed the Rubicon, the people of Rome 
had already become imbecile, luxurious 
aud corrupt. The form of Gevernment 
ceneed to be a question in which they 
felt they had the slightest concerr. 

The contest was narrowed down t. an 
issue purely between two rivel military 
chieftains. I:is the deliberate opinion 
of though‘fui men here of both political 
parties that we are upoo the eve of a 
fundsmenta! political change. The peo- 
ple of the United States ere at this me- 
mentina condition more favorable to 
the ambitious views of a darizg man 
than were the Romans when they differed 
oaly in the choice of a master—rargipg 
themselves on the side of Crwiar and 
Pompey respectively. 

Doubtless the present supineness and 
docility of the people is to be attributed 
mainly to the tremendcus cerflicts 
through which the country has passed. 
The mere idea of the possibility of an- 
other is quite sufficient to throw a vast 
majority of them into a paroxyem of 
terror.

It ‘will be seen in lookiog 
over the official announcement that not 
a single pomination, except that of Bout- 
well, has been sent in except at the in- 
atance ef any member or members of 
Congress of either House. This is surely 
enough to provoke a saint—to say noth- 
ing ef the old grasping sinaers of the 
Senate, who have grown grey in politi- 
coal iniquily, and who, at this moment, 
stand in need of quid pro quos. The 
condition of affairs, however, is admira- 
bly adapted to the position and purposes 
of the Ishmaelite Butler, who can ex- 
pect nothing for himself or friends from 
Grant, and whoee sole purposes is to 
bring bis fellows both of the Senate and 
Housé to his own level, Hence his en- 
deavors to repeal the Tenure-of.

34th section is in fact entirely annulled. 
‘The new fashioned reports are to ¢ xhibit 
in detail resources and liabilities of the 
association, verified by the oath of the 
President or Cashier, and attested by at 
least three of the Directors. The attest- 
ation of the Directors is an entirely new 
feature. We suppose they are simply to 
give their signatures in certification 
without oath. Uader the old law the 
publication of an abstract of the regular 
quarterly return was required; umder 
the new the report cf each association 
in the precise form in which it is far- 
nished the Comptroller must be pub- 
lished in a local paper. Nothing is said 
—about the time when this publication 
must be made, but of course it is ex- 
pected it will be attended to as early as 
practicable. The Comptroller continuee 
as heretofore to have the right to call for 
special reports at his discretion. One 
hundred doliars is the penalty for each 
day’s delay to respond with reports after 
the expiration of the five days allowed 
for their transmission. Section 2d, of 
the new law, requires a prompt return 
to the Comptroller of the amount of 
each dividend, and net earnings in ex- 
cess of dividends. | 
These last items have heretofore been 
sent-under the requirements of the reve- 
 pue law to the Assessors of the United 
States. They have alse been required to 
be sent to the Treasurer of the United 
States, on the first of July and January, 
in what are known as the semi-annual 
returns, although section 41, of the Na- 
_ tional Bank Act, providing for the semi- 
annual return, makes ne mention of 
these items of information.
